After two years of serving 
the people of Garrard 
County, Pattie A. Clay 
Regional Medical Center has 
packed its bags and taken 
services offered in Lancaster 
back to its main facility in 
Richmond. 

“After a very very tough 
decision we decided to 


relocate Dr. D’Costa back 
to Richmond,” Jill Williams, 
Director of Public Relations 
for Pattie A. Clay, said. “We 
notified all of her patients 
in the weeks prior to the 
relocation which officially 
took place at the beginning 
of 2012.” 

Pattie A Clay Hospital’s 
plans to expand with a facility 
along Richmond Street in 


Lancaster culminated with 
an open house and grand¬ 
opening celebration on 
Friday, October 23, 2009. 
At that time plans included 
a follow-up phase to the 
Lancaster expansion, the $5 
million ambulatory acute- 
care facility that was planned 
to follow in the next 18 
months. 

“Like all providers, and 


like all planning processes 
go, we are currently and 
continuing to evaluate plans 
for the future but we don’t 
have any plans at this time,” 
Williams said. “Due to both 
the recession and, really 
just to be honest, it became 
apparent that the current 
providers in Lancaster and 
Garrard County were already 
serving to provide care for 


the residents there and we 
were never able to obtain 
enough of a volume to 
support the facility.” 

At the outset the 
modular buildings were 
planned to accommodate 
internal-medicine offices, 
an outpatient laboratory 
(capable of metabolic panels,

Tighter Security Means 
Safer Courts For Garrard

With the newly constructed Garrard County Judicial Center up and running in full 
capacity, many folks have taken notice of the recently adapted security measures when 
entering the new home of Garrard County’s courts. 

With new security personally being sworn in to fill the requirements set by the 
Administrative Office of the Courts also comes metal detectors that visitors must pass 
through before entering the building. 

“We have never really had a problem as far as security goes,” Judge Executive John 
Wilson said. “I know that to go through the new security is an inconvenience but it 
is a vast improvement over the method we had before which allows inmates to get 
contraband in and out of the jails whether it be drugs or weapons. This is an AOC 
requirement and while it is an inconvenience it increases the safety of the people who 
are in the court room.” 

Joye Kemp, one of the new security officers sworn in by Wilson on Monday, said 
the people that are coming in on a regular basis already know and have adapted their 
behavior accordingly. 

“We take small pocketknives, and large ones of course, as well as any implements 
that we perceive as dangerous and put them in an envelope with the person’s name on 
it so that I can pick it up when they leave the building,” Kemp explained. “We do check 
purses, and keep anything that looks like mace or anything of that nature as well. The 
biggest thing right now is pocketknives, it would be better if you know you’re coming 
in the building just to leave it in your car.” 

Fish hooks on hats will be held as well. 

Long time court security officer Mike McQueary said he would like to remind folks 
that they are not interested in what you have in your purse or in your pockets as long as 
it is not illegal or can be used as a weapon of any kind. 

“If you don’t want people looking in your purse, for no reason other than that you just

Napier Urges Committee Chair To Hear Drug Testing Bill For Welfare Recipients 

Bill Co-sponsored By More Than 60 House Members 


The sponsor of a bill that if passed 
into law would set up a random drug¬ 
testing system for those receiving 
public assistance urged the chairman 
of the House Health and Welfare 
Committee to allow his proposal to 
be heard on Tuesday. 

Representative Lonnie Napier is 
the sponsor of House Bill 26 filed for 
the 2012 Legislative Session. 

“With each passing day this bill 
is not heard in committee, more of 


our fellow Kentuckians and their 
families fall victim to the plague 
of drug abuse hanging over the 
Commonwealth,” Napier said. “We 
must do everything we can to protect 
our communities and our children, 
which is why I’m asking Chairman 
Tom Burch to hold a hearing on this 
bill.” 

Napier’s proposal allows the 
Cabinet for Health and Family 
Services to set up a random drug¬ 


testing program for individuals 
suspected of using drugs while 
receiving public assistance. HB 26 
also allows any children of a parent 
or guardian who tests positive to 
continue receiving public assistance, 
and would also allow individuals 
who later test negative to be eligible 
for receiving public assistance again. 

Napier adds that there is no cost 
to his proposal because it would be 
left up to the social worker or agency 


to determine if there is probable 
cause to suspect someone receiving 
public assistance of using drugs, 
which would then allow them to 
investigate further. Napier believes 
this answers any questions about the 
constitutionality of his proposal. 

This is the second consecutive 
session that Napier has filed a bill 
dealing with this issue.

Garrard middle schoolers, 
under the direction of sci¬ 
ence teacher Ricky Arnold, 
were taught a lesson in car¬ 
ing this term through a proj¬ 
ect instigated by Arnold be¬ 
fore Christmas. 

Sixth and 7 th grade stu¬ 
dents sent more than 200 
letters to military personnel 
serving on the US S Whidbey 
Island, a U.S. Navy dock¬ 
landing ship, that just recent¬ 
ly returned from an 11 -month 
stint with the 22 nd Marine 
Expeditionary Unit first sent 
to the Mediterranean Sea in 
support of NATO’s actions in 
Libya and then as part of the 
U.S. Fifth Fleet to the Persian 
Gulf. 

“It’s made the kids more 
aware of what the military 


does,” Arnold said. 

With a nephew serving a 
portion of his four-year en¬ 
listment as a Marine on the 
ship, Arnold decided that the 
kids could use that as a venue 
to begin their project. Ini¬ 
tially the letters went out to 
general personnel but return 
letters from soldiers have 
provided a more personal 
touch. Believing that Christ¬ 
mastime would be difficult to 
be away from home, students 
asked the soldiers about their 
days and wished them well 
during the holidays. 

Arnold said that the proj¬ 
ect has also helped students 
who are considering military 
service as part of their adult 
experience to have a bet¬ 
ter understanding of what it

When a child starts to 
show signs that they are not 
feeling well, as parents our 
first instinct is to check their 
temperature. What parents 
should recognize is that a fe¬ 
ver is part of the body’s de¬ 
fense against a virus or bac¬ 
teria, and is not something 
that should be feared. 

A normal temperature in 
a child is 97.7- 99.1 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This may vary by 
a degree in a normal person. 
The body temperature can 
be taken in the mouth, arm- 
pit, ear, skin surface or the 
rectum. Although the rectal 
temperature is the most accu¬ 
rate, this is not always neces¬ 
sary at home. 

If you can keep their tem¬ 
perature under 102-103 they 
tend to be more comfortable. 

If the child seems comfort¬ 
able, it is best to let the natu¬ 
ral defense mechanism fight 
off the infection. The sim¬ 
plest way to treat a fever is to 
take off some of their clothes. 
They should still be comfort¬ 
able without goose bumps 
or shivering. You should 
encourage the child to drink 
plenty of fluids. They do not 
have to eat, as long as they 
will drink fluids. They also 
will require some extra rest, 
and lots of TLC (tender lov-

ing care.) Don’t “sweat out 
the fever.” If they are shiver¬ 
ing you may cover them with 
a light blanket. Once they 
are comfortable again, this 
should be removed. You may 
also give acetaminophen and 
ibuprofen as directed on the 
bottle. 

Children may complain 
of body aches, headaches, 
poor appetite, or be sleeping 
more. This is normal with 
fevers. You should contact 
your doctor if your child is 
younger than 6 months with 
a fever, you suspect they are 
becoming dehydrated (sunk¬ 
en eyes, dry diapers, or un¬ 
able to arouse.) You should 
go to the emergency depart¬ 
ment if you suspect your 
child is dehydrated, a seizure 
occurs, they become unable 
to arouse, their breathing be¬ 
comes shallow, rapid, or dif¬ 
ficult, they are younger than 
two months of age, they have 
a stiff neck, are affected by 
bright light, have hallucina¬ 
tions, or develop a rash or 
blue or purple dots or patch¬ 
es, or if medication is not 
bringing the fever down. 

Remember, a fever can 
actually be a good thing by 
alerting you that the body 
may be fighting an infection 
and should not be feared.

would entail. Even in times 
of war, students responded 
positively. 

“It’s scary,” Elwood East, a 
seventh grader who wants to 
join the Marines, said, “but 
you have to do what needs to 
be done.” 

Autumn Witt used the 
same term “scary” but add¬ 
ed, “It’s worth it because you 
would be fighting for your 
country.” 

When ask what principles 
they believe are worth fight¬ 
ing for, East said, “I think we 
should be fighting for God 
and freedom.”

don’t want people looking 
in your purse, then leave it 
in the vehicle,” McQueary 
said. “If people don’t want 
to do what they are asked to 
do then they don’t have to. 
They just will not be allowed 
in the building.” 

The facility also offers 
added security in the way 
of prisoner transport and 
holding while awaiting trial 
or testimony. Bulletproof 
steel plates reinforce the 
judge’s bench as an added 
security, along with multiple 
cameras located throughout 


the building, which can be 
observed from a central 
location within the building. 

The Garrard County 
Judicial Center is built 
directly behind the current 
courthouse which has served 
Lancaster and Garrard 
County for the past 140 
years. The 34,000-square 
foot center’s six massive 
columns mimic those of the 
existing courthouse, and its 
exterior brick matches that 
of the old jailhouse across 
the street. 

The county’s district, 
circuit, family and drug 


courts are now housed in the 
new facilities. 

Garrard County Circuit 
Court Clerk Dana Hensley 
said that the response from 
those who have come in 
so far has been extremely 
positive. 

Some of the newly hired 
security staff said that 
most people loved the new 
surrounding and that they 
hadn’t really heard anyone 
complain about the metal 
detectors at the entrance to 
the new building but that it 
was something they could 
tell some folks would have 


to get used to. 

The Administrative Office 
of the Courts is paying for 
the project and the county 
will retain ownership after 
it is paid off in 20 years. 
Wilson explained that the 
state will use the money it 
usually pays to the county 
to rent space for its court 
operations to make payments 
on the judicial center instead. 
When the facility is turned 
over to the county in 2031, 
the state will again pay rent 
to the county.

A Time To Look Inwardly

A glance at the calendar 
reveals that last Wednesday, a 
day that has come to be known 
as Ash Wednesday, was the first 
day of Lent. Lent is a season 
of the year that is very special 
for many, and it is one that has 
been observed by Christians 
for centuries. 

That forty-day period, not 
counting Sundays, that pre¬ 
cedes Easter, is recognized by 
almost everyone as a season 
of preparation for Easter. On 
the first day of Lent, some folk 


wear, as a significant symbol, 
a cross of ashes that had been 
placed on the forehead during 
a service of worship. 

Some think of Lent as a 
Christian adaptation of spring¬ 
time awakens that is observed 
in almost every culture. Actu¬ 
ally, the word comes from the 
Anglo-Saxon word lencten 
that means spring. But since its 
first mention in 325 A.D. in the 
fifth canon of the Council of 
Nicaea, the season has been re¬ 
garded as a time for penitence, 
sacrifice, good works, and fast¬ 


ing. For some observers of this 
special season, it is a time to 
give up, as an act of self-denial, 
something desired that they ex¬ 
pect to take up again when the 
season is over. And life goes on 
from that point very much as it 
was without much significant 
change. 

For others, the season of 
Lent has developed in a differ¬ 
ent direction. While penitence 
and sacrifice may have signifi¬ 
cant roles in the observance, 
the season has become a time 
for discipline, self-denial, self-

a part of the observance of the 
Lenten season, there is serious 
introspection when one looks 
inwardly into the very heart of 
life and seriously evaluates that 
which is there.

It appears as we pass the 
halfway point of the 2012 
Legislative Session, the is¬ 
sue of expanded gambling 
in Kentucky is dead for this 
session. 

After many citizens have 
expressed their views on the 
issue of expanded gaming, 
the Kentucky State Senate 
ended the debate on the is¬ 
sue for the 2012 session de¬ 
feating Senate Bill 151 by a 
vote of 16 members voting 
in favor and 21 voting in op¬ 
position. It would have taken 
23 votes in the affirmative 
to pass send the bill to the 
House for consideration. 

Although expanded gam¬ 
bling dominated much of the 
attention this week, a number 
of bills introduced to pro¬ 
tect Kentucky families from 
runaway government spend¬ 
ing, substance abuse related 
crimes and restrain govern¬ 
ment spending began moving 
through the Kentucky Legis¬ 
lature this week. 

House Bill 413 was intro¬ 
duced this week by House 
GOP Caucus Chair Dr. Bob 
DeWeese of Louisville, pro¬ 
viding for an amendment to 
the Kentucky Constitution 
to suspend legislative com¬ 
pensation in the event the 
legislature does not fulfill its 
constitutional responsibility 
to adopt a balanced budget. 
Introducing the bill, Dr. De¬ 
Weese said he has become 
increasingly frustrated when 
the legislature consistently 
walks away from its constitu¬ 
tional responsibility to pass a 
balanced budget. He said as 
a parent and grandparent he 
has always said there needs 
to be consequences for bad 
behavior and withholding 
compensation for members 
in a “Special Session” to bal¬ 
ance the budget appears to 
be an effective way of get¬ 
ting the members to put their 
priorities in order. 

House GOP Whip Danny 
Ford introduced House Bill 
418 which would require that 
the county attorney to post a 
statement on the deed of any 
property utilized in the man¬ 
ufacturing of methamphet- 
amine. The statement could 
be removed from the deed 
once certification of a clean¬ 
up of the house or structure 
has been completed. Rep. 
Ford frequently reminds 
members the meth crisis 
touches every corner of this 
Commonwealth and it is ap¬ 
propriate for the legislature 
to take steps to protect un¬ 
suspecting purchasers from 
the potential negative effects 
of purchasing contaminated 
property. 

Finally, House Bill 377, 
introduced by Rep. Addia 
Wuchner of Florence saw 
committee passage of legis¬ 
lation to prohibit the unau¬ 
thorized substitution for an 
FDA approved opioid based 
drug such as OxyContin, 
Vicodin, and OxyCodine. 
Under the provisions of Rep. 
Wuchner’s bill tamper resi¬ 
dent formulations make it 
much more difficult to crush, 
melt, or otherwise alter the
